FLOOD VICTIMS 


Over 150 Farmers Are Ru’ned, 
Deputation Claims tc 

Minister 

CO-OPERATION PLEDGED 

OTTAWA, November 3—In response 
to a request for Pederal.relief for Mood 
sufferers in, the North Bay and Sturg- 
eon Fal's districts, caused by the ab- 
normal height of the waters of ‘Lake 
Nipiss'ng, a de‘egation, headed by Ma_ 
yor EL. Banner, of North Bay, was 
given assurance yesterday by Hon, J. 
C. Elliott Minister of Public Works, 
that the Dominion Government: would 
co-operate with. provinclal and munic- 
ipal authorities an any undertaking 
to remedy thepresont situation. ; 

Mrs, E-lict! painted out that engin- 
eers of the Public Works Department 
were now investigating the food situ- 
ation, with a view to reaching an es_ 
timate as to the possible cost of pro- 
viding an addition outlet for surplus 
waters in the lake. Pending a report 
on this survey, he declined to commit 
the Prderal Department to any defin- 
ite respons‘bil:ty for flood losses. 

Members of the delegation claimed 
that more than 150 farmers had prac- 
tically been ruined as the result~ of 
their lands ~being submerged ,and, un- 
less some relief wastimmediately forth 
coming, these was little hope of the 
land being put into condition for’ cul. 
tivation next spring. Many summer 
homes on the lake front had also b:en 
damaged, with property loss alone es- 
timated to exceed $100,000. 

One of the spokesmen suggested 
that the flood situation had been ma- 
terially aggravated as the result of 
diversion of streams and freshets into 
Lake Nipissing by lumber interests in 
the area. It was further submitted 
that prior to the srection of the Gov- 
ernment dam on the French River, re- 
curring flood conditions around North 
Bay had not been evident:

‘* Mr. Elliott drew attention to the 
dangrr to settlements on the lower 
Peaches of the French River, which 
jan additional heavy flow of water 
might cause; further there was the 
interests of th elumbermen to consider. 
“The dams were primarily erect 
to safeguard the lumbering industry.” 
Mr. Macdonald said, “all we now ask 
is that the farmers be accorded equal 
consideration in their distress. Unless 
there is a very dry spell between now 
and next spring there will be no dele- 
gation to ask for relief, for they will 
be too busy resculng people from the 
flood zone.” ‘ 

_ Mr. Elliott, in reply tc a plea for 
an emergency appropriation to meet 
the. situation, asserted that the de-

Peshawar, India, Nov. 3—Gratifica- 
jon at the establishment of friendly 
relations with the British Royal fam- 
ily was a marked feature of King 
Amanullah’s recent important speech 
in the Afghan capital, more detailed 
accounts of which are now coming 
to hand. 

His Majesty laid stress on his ap- 
preciaiion of the reception accorded 
him by the Government and people 
of India and particularly on the en- 
joyment afforded him by his voyare 
as guest of the Government of India 
on ‘the ‘Rawal Pind!’. 

Giving detailed account of his ex- 
periences in the various foreign coun- 
tries he visited, King Amanullah ¢x- 
pressed gratitude to their govern- 
ments and peoples for the hospitable 
reception he and Queen Souriya met 
wilh. He made special” mention of 
the degree of doctor of law conferred 
on him by Oxfcrd University. which, 
he remarked. was not inappropriate 
in view of his own endeavours to re- 
form the laws of Afghanistan.

Quebec, Que — Recent researches am 
ong the documents preserved at the 
Municipal Library of Monireag reveal- 
ed that printing was introduced into 
Frenoh Canada several ycars earlier 
then was previously believed to have 
been the .case. : 

Douglas C. McMurtr’e, an author ty 
on Typography found that the first 
document printed in what is now the 
province of Quebec was struck off on 

* a small hand press owned by the Bish- 
op of the Diocese in April, 1759, when 
the English were besegng the city) 
prior to the battle of the Plains of j 
Abraham. Another document left the 
same press at Montreal in October_pf 
that histcric year. ‘It was previously 
understood the art of printing was ‘n- 
augurated 'n Quebec in 1764 by Wil- 
Nam Brown and that Montreal first 
saw the product of the press in 1776.

‘There ts no record of the t'me Smith 
first set his political ship toward the 
White House. It 4s deubtful if he 
had such a thought in nfind then. Ha 
sa‘Jed in as governor as he had sailed 
in as an assemblyman and began to 
learn his job. Many of the construc. 
tive measures he had offered as an 
assemblyman were taken‘up and driven 
through the legislature; many of the 
reforms of government he had ncted 
need for in his years at Albany were 
put into practice. 

In 1920 Smith receives h's first pol- 
itical set-back. Although running 
ahead of his ticket by a milion or more 
votes, he was buried under the Harding 
Jandsl'de and Nathan L. Miller, Repub- 
lican, became New York's executive. 

Smith retired to private fe as the 
chairman of a large trucking company 
in New York following tn the foot- 
steps of his father who had been 
2 rather unsuccessful truckster during 

his 1fe. He was successful*in his new 
venture and doubtless would have stay- 
ed there, but in 1922 the Democratic, 
party was faced with the necessity of 
winning and the only man to whoin 
the Jeaders could turn was Sm'th. It 
probably was about here that Smith's 
friends first conce:ved him as presi!- 
dential material. although he had re- 
ceived a “favorite son” vote in the San 
Franc'sco convention in 1920.

Fourteen Dead 
in Explosion 


foo 

LYNN, Mass., November 8.—CP — 
Fcurteen persons are known to . be 
dead from the explosion that wrecked 
the plant of the Preble Box Toe Com- 
piny and nearby. dwelling houses.

They 
have already established many of the 
most significant facts in the life his- 
tories of each of the five species. of

each spawning bed in the home of one; 
race of salmon and is never used by 
any other, The young salmon hatched 
there spends its'early period of growth 
in the deep fresh water nearby and 
then proceeds downstream to the sea, 
not to be seen again until it has reach- 
ed maturity.

Worm Out Land | 
Be Brought Back 


Washington, D.C., Nov. 12— Thirty 
million acres of idle crop land, much 
of it abandoned on the theory that 
it is “worn out” some day will be 
brought back into active production, 
soll scientists say. It is their conten- 
tion that, except in the popular con- 
ception, land does not wear out and the 
intelligent management & field may be 
seeded to the same crop each consecus 
tive year indefinitely without diminish 
ing the yield. 

The most notable example Is record- 
ed at Rothamsted Experiment Station 
in England, where the elghty-sixth 





| cuoseratiee crop of wheat was produc 


ed this year on the same land. The 
average yield for the entire period has 
been 35 bushels to the acre,. main- 
tained, officials say by returning to the 
soll the same elements of plant food 
in the same quantity they were taken 
up by each crop. ‘ 

Of more significance to American 
agriculture the forty-elghth consecu> 
tive crop of wheat on the same land ; 
was produced this year at Pennsyl- 
vania State College. Wheat there av- 
eraged 23 bushels to the acre as 
against 2 bushels to the acre on a 
neighboring plot, grown with no at- 
tention to soil requirements.

“Yeft Franz Schubert, the greatest melodist the 
world has ever known. ‘There are, perhaps, as greal 
giants in mus'c such as Beethoven and Bach but 
nore ‘that the world loves more for their works 
than Franz Schubert, the young Austrian of Vienna, 
who died at the age cf th'rty-one years. 

* Schubert inevitably puts us in mind of our own 
Robert Burns whose life was not one of ease and 
luxury and who lkewlse lived a life of song and 
melody.

Life dealt harshly with these sweetest lyrists 
but it made the'r hearts vibrate with ‘lie emotions 
and the strains which will appeal to the word 
forever.

[JOHN WESLEY. founder of the movement which 

‘revolutionized England, is the subject of recent 
\ biographies. One of h's biographers, Omphrey Lec, 
calls him “The Lotd’s Horseman.” In a beok of 
that name he tells ancedotes and tales which have 
assembled. around this great religious figure. He 
draws a picture of the “single figure, small and 
slight, his long gray hair falling over his shoulders, 
sitting on a tired horse, plodding forward with locs- 
ened rein.” He rode 225,000 miles and preached 
forty thousand sermons, or almost two a day for 
sixty years. Wesley described himself as a iover of 
mankind and of common sensc. He wrote a book on

OLD WATER MILL_.. 
HAUNT OF POETS 


London, Nov. 24—The famous old 
water mill at Grantchester. Cambridge- 
shire, which was destroyed by fire re- 
cently, was the haunt of poets and 
painters. The loss of the mill is felt 
deeply by undergraduates of Cam- 
bridge University who gave what as- 
sistance they could to the firemen to 
save the old building but without ef- 
fect. 

The Grantchester mill, standing on 
the River Granta. near the famous 
pool named after Byron, had been in 
the occupation of one family for over 
90 years. It dates from 1280, and was 
one of the most cherished possessions 
of Merton College, Oxford. It was 
the haunt of poets and painters. It 
is mentioned by Chaucer and is said 
to have inspired Tennyson in his poem 
“The Miller's Daughter”. 

The historic mill overlooked the 
home of Rupert Brooke, the foet, who 
died in the war. In h's yoem “Grant- 
chester” he describes the scene as the 
favorite haunt of poets ms follows: 
“Still in the dawn-lit watcrs cool 
His ghostly lordship swinis his pool, 
And tries the strokes, essnys the tricks 
Long learnt at Hellespont and Styx. 
Dan Chaucer hears his river st'll 
Chatter beneath the phantom mill; 
Tennyson notes with studious eye 
How Cambridge waters hurry by.”

LONDON, Nov. 27.—(CP)— Ploods 
today followed in the wake of the 
gale which caused the loss of a score 
of vessels in Western European waters 
and took a.toll“of a hundred lives. 
From Belgium north of the Prisian 
Island, the Lowlands were inundated 
as the sea was driven in on them by 
raging winds. Dykes and seawalls were 
demolished by waves. At Ostend the 
water ran down the streets and flood- 
ed the ground floors of buildings. A 
number of houses at Rotterdam, Hol- 
land were abandoned. Today gale had 
somewhat gbated in Western Europe 
but was raging with undiminished vig- 
or over the Mediterranean repeating 
the disastrous shipping damage which 
characterized its passage over the 
west coast. Losses in Great Britain 
alone from recent storms were estim- 
ated at a million pounds sterling.

Foreign Trade 
of States Grows 


Canaia Best Customer of the 
United States Says 
Report

New York. Nov. 27— Uncle Sam's 

lesmen in the world market are de- 
veloping an export trade which, on 
the bas's of reports covering the first 
nine months, is larger in volume than 
any previous year and greater in value 
than any year since 1921, the National 
Foreign Trade Council reports. 

The council says that wholly or 
partly manufactured goods made up 73 
per cent.. the highest proportion on 
record, of the $3.563,000,000 worth of 
exports reported to the end of Septem-+ 
ber. Valued at more than $2,600,000,000 
they exceeded the exports of all com- 
modities from any other nation except 
Great Britain for the entire year 1927. 

During the f'scal year just ended, 
the council's reports show, there were 
gains of 16 per cent to a total of §425,- 
000,000 in automotive products, 10 per 
cent. to $210,000 000 in industrial mach: 
inery, 25 per cent. to $102,000,000 in 
agricultural machinery _ and 20 per 
cent. to more than $44,000,000 in office 
specialties. Exports of electrical mach- 
inery and apparatus increased five per 
cent. to $87,000,000, manufactured cot- 
ton nine per cent. to $135,000,000 and 
there were smaller gains in other lines. 

Canada is said to have assumed first 
place as best customer of the United 
States, her people buying at the rate 
of $9140 per capita, the largest per 
capita account of any impariant nat- 
jon with any other one. The United 
Kingdom, Germany, Japan and France 
were named as the next best customers, 
purchasing. w'th Canada,, about 45 
per cent. of all the exports despite the 
fact that they are this country’s chief 
‘competitors in the world market. 

About 384 per cent. of the importer 
came from Canada, United. Kingdom. 
Germany. Japan and Prance, as com- 
pared with 395 per cent. in the years 
between 1921 and 1925 and 465 per 
cent. between 1910 and 1914.

Something of the charm of quaint 
old “Ukraine”, which is captured in 
the poem interpretations by Mrs. Flor 
ence Randall Livesay was felt last 
evening by the Belleville audience 
which heard with interest the address 
by that noted writer at the meeting 
of the Women’s Canadian Club In the 
lecture room of the Armouries. 

Mrs. Livesay was introduced by 
Mrs. W. N. Ponton in the absence'of 
the President, Mrs. F. C. Anderson. 

Mrs. Livesay’s subject was “Ukraine 
in Song and Story” her address 
was illustrated by reac from her 
own poetry, that of native poets, and 
by folk music, played most sympath- 
etically by Mrs. (Nr.) McColl. 

Mrs. Livesay told of the beginning 
of her interest in Ukrainian folk lore 
and music throug: contact with people 
of that country in Winnipeg. These 
folk songs were presented for the first 
time in English in Mrs. Livesay’s Book 
of verse “Songs of Ukraine”. This vol- 
ume also contains translations of some 
of the poems of Taras Shevchenko, the 
yoice and idol of the Ukrainian people 

Ukraine, which is situated in south- 
ern Russia is termed “Little Russia” by 
that country, a term which Is resented 
by the natives. It is a’ country of 
dashing men and beautiful women, 
full of jole de vivre, and although 
their songs ‘are usually in the minor 
note, mournful songs and melodies of 
Of tender sadness, their dance music 


quickens to laughing merriness. 

The cranberry is the symbol of fem- 
inine beauty and its colours are the 
chief note in their embroidery for 
dance costumes and wedding finery. 

Mrs. Livesay through the reading 
of her poems gave pictures of their 
fascinating dances. ; 

“There is nothing so captivating, so 
kaleidoscopical a scene as the national 
dancing of this. land”, said Mrs. Live- 
say. “It is enchanting to watch the 
movements of the dance and to hear 
the singing of the dancers which con 
tinues throughout the ehtire dance”. 

So realistically was the dance de- 
serided in this poem of Mrs. Livesay 
that one could almos} sce (he flashing 
figures of the dancers in their bright 
attire. 

The quaint customs of the marriage 
ceremony of the Ukrainians dates back 
to an origin in old Persia. This cere- 
mony has been preserved without 
change throughout the centuries In 
spite of changes In religion. This cere 
mony and that of the betrothal cere- 
mony were vividly described by Mrs. 
Livesay. 

Mrs. Livesay concluded her splendid 
address by readings from her latest 
book “Savour of Salt” that is a collec- 
tion of folk lore of Irish Ontario, 
through which runs an _ interesting 
story. : .
